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WEIGHT BEATS LUCULLITE 



Heavy Impost Tells on Him in Final 
Strides of Tuckahoe Handicap. 



Bally Defeats the Hildreth Crack 
in Great Race — Stake Fea- 
ture to War Zone. 



NEW YORK, N. Y.. July l.'i.— The Tuckahoe 
Handicap was the oiitstaudiiiK feature at Empire 
('Ity this afteriuion and overshadowed in point of 
interest the running of tiie Tarrytown Selling 
Stakes. The latter was a dash of a mile for three- 
year-olds with $2,000 guaranteed and it brought 
out an ordinary band of platers. Quality was 
well represented, liowev<-r, in the Tuckahoe Handi- 
cap. This race furnished an interesting contest 
through the homestretch between Lucullite and 
Bally, the latter coming from behind and beating 
the Hildreth crack by three parts of a length. 
Lucullite was a prohibitive favorite. He showed 
much speed in the early running, but after going 
three-quarters of a mile the 130 pounds began to 
tell on him and in the final drive he naturally 
tired. Bally’s victory marked the first Bc<wed 
by James Butler this season. 

In the Tarrytown Stakes Youneed led his oppo- 
nents Ijy k dbani lengths at one stage of the race, 
but in the stretch tired badly and left War 
Zone to come from behind to win in easy fashion. 
Fntor rode an excellent race on the winner. He 
kept him under restraint until entering the stretch, 
where, after disposing ot Gath, War Zone caught 
the leader tiring and easily passed him at the end. 
Icidentally it was the second victory of the day 
for young Fator, the lad having piloted Who Cares 
home first in the opening dash.

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Outstanding Features and Statistics 
of the One Greatest Race 
Meeting of the World 



The recent meeting at "Royal Ascot,” the first since 1914, was in all externals all of gorgeous dis- 
play and itomp that its predecessors were and, in one respect, more. Formerly the royal procession in 
state was confined to the oiwniiig day at As<-ot, but to emphasise the o<-casion this year it was repeated 
on the first three days of the meeting, an item of splendor highly gratifying and conducive to the success 
of the meeting. 

Ill one resp«*ct the Ascot meeting is peculiar and aloue among race meetings. That feature is that 
every race run is a stake race. It follows that the highest class horses ot England contest its various 
races and it is a racing axiom that a horse which wins at Ascot can win anywhere. Prior to the war 
the champion racers of continental Europe frequently took part in its racing and some noble contests, 
particularly in the Gold Cup, resulted. This international rivalry was practically absent this year, but 
as soon as the French turfmen get fully on their feet again it will no doubt be renewed. 

Ascot racing of this year 8uffen*d from the prewnt scarcity of horses of gooil class in England and a 
number of the valuable events were contested by small fields of three, four or five horses, which normally 
would have had from six to ten or more starters. This lack of good horses fit to race was signally illus- 
trated when I»rd Glanely’s He was allowed to walk over for the Churchill Stakes, worth $5,125. How- 
ever, this situation was known beforehand and compensation was found in some racing up to the highest 
standard and in such remarkable occurrem-es as the triumph of Irish Elegance in the Royal Hunt Cup, 
Diadem’s two splendid victories on the last two days of the meeting, the much applauded success of 
King George’s colt Viceroy in the Waterford Stakes and the performances of what are held to be some 
exceptionally good two-year-olds. For a long time Gainsborough was expected to lend interest to the 
running of the Gold Cup, but was an absentee and it dwindled to a matter of four starters, with By 
Jingo an easy winner. 

Hard times incident to the war had its due effect in the way of reduced values, as compared with 
prewar t:mes, the cut averaging about forty per cent all around. Even so, all concerned were satisfied 
with what was to be won. Well they might be, as the following details of the twenty-eight rt^ces run 
in the course of this remarkable turf reunion affords ample proof:

She made up ground with 
a sensational display of speed and forgeil into the 
lead in the stretch, but her early efforts told when 
I’aildy Whack challenged and she could not resist 
his fast closing rush. 

Wiio Cares led all tlie way in the opener and 
was never in danger. 

Fred Iturlew believes that Machesa II. would have 
won her race easily yesterday had Richcreek not 
resorted to I lie whiii. "He just whip|>ed the filly 
into a close finish,” said Burlew. Marchesu II. is 
a fast filly and with light weight is useful in races 
around a mile in cheap company. Her one good 
<iuality is early sfieed through which she escaiies 
eiMifiision. 

Shoal’s gameiiess was demonstrated wlien he beat 
Roiuauy yestenlay. 'Fhe colt hud shown an inclina- 
tion to buck and Rody Patterson, his trainer, gave 
his friends no encouragement. Yet Shoal won 
through sheer gameness in the last fifty yards. 
Had the bucking reiairt not been circulated it is 
irassible Shoal would have gone to the iiost favorite 
for the ra<*e. 

Tliere will be little rough riding at Empire City, 
as m.mager Fits Gerald has given the boys a final 
warning that the first offender will be shown the 
gate for the meeting. They must pay attention to 
their own horses and ride them straight from start 
to finish. Should there be room for a horse to come 
up on the inside of them they must not intimidate 
or interfere with it. There were three instances 
of this good rule yesterday whet. Afternoon, Shoal 
and Mountain Rose II. all came through from the 
rear and won. 

All arguments that Head Over Heels is a quitter 
were settled when she quit so badly that Carmandale 
and Afternoon both beat her yesterday. The latter 
was reported to be in almost the same class as 
Oobwebs. from the same stable, but she has not yet 
sliown it in public. 

W. C. Daly was responsible for the bidding i>n 
Who Cares, winner of the first race. Daly was a 
little bit weak with his boost and the colt being 
raised but $200 over his entered price. 

'The Beach Stable has purchased L’Errant of T. 
P. Thorne and Fred Kraft has secured the chestnut 
filly Jyntee of Capt. Raymont Belmont. 

The Widener, P. A. Clark, F. Ambrose Clark, R. 
T. Wilson, J. E. Madden and Glen Riddle Farm 
stables have left for Saratoga.

MANY IMPROVEMENTS AT NEW ORLEANS COMPLETE DEAL FOR HAVRE DE GRACE 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 15. — Ben Holmes, who 
is custodian of the Palm Garden at the Fair 
Grounds, New Orleans, is in receipt of a letter 
from the management of that track, stating that 
extensive improvements will be completed before 
the oiiening of racing next winter. The stables at 
the Mystery street entrance, also those in Irish 
Row, will be removed and new ones erected. The 
steel stand at City Park is to be removed to the 
Fair Grounds, making a much more spacious and 
commodious structure. A new drainage system is 
also to be installed. Purses are to be increased 
and a liberal policy in all branches maintained. 



SARATOGA STABLE ROOM AT PREMIUM 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 15. — Applications for 
stabling for no less than 250 horses were turned 
down by the Saratoga Racing Association on account 
of lack of accommodations and secretary Earlocker 
requests that any owner who has already been as- 
signed stabling, who nauy have changed his plans 
about shipping, to notify him immediately so that 
some of the overflow may be accommodated. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., July 15.— The Havre de 
Grace track deal has been consummated and the 
money for fifty-one per cent of the stock paid 
over. The transaction was completed this morning, 
when the $2.50,090 purchase money was placed in the 
bank to the credit of manager Burke and his asso- 
ciates. 'Tlie stock will be underwritten according 
to what is known as the Sims plan, which means 
that the devidends will probably be limited to ten 
per cent. 

Any surplus will be used in the interest of the 
thoroughbred in a breeding and racing way. and it 
is also probable that Harford County will be a 
beneficiary for good roads and charities. It is the 
wish of those now in control that the stock wiU 
eventually be sold to residents of Maryland. 

In an Interview with Thos. McDowell, president 
of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, od the pur- 
chase of the Havre de Grace track, he said: 

"The track has been bought by tlie Thoroughbred 
Horse Association to give the public the best that 
can be achieved in a horse racing way, also to 
promote and improve the thoroughbred horse and the 
industry of breeding.”

IMPROVEMENTS FOR LAUREL 



Practically a New Plant Will Be 

Ready for Racing in October. 

• 

Steeplechase Course to Be Rebuilt 
— Stables and Other Build- 
ings Being Remodeled. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., July 15.— With .Spalding L. 
Jenkins as its new president and William P. Riggs 
as its new manager, the I.siorel race track in 
Maryland is being greatly improved for the racing 
season of the Maryland State Fair that will be 
conducted there for the month of October. When 
Col. Matt J. Winn took the truck over from H. D. 
Brown, its original builder, he made many and 
important improvements and alterations, but those 
that are under way now at the course are calculated 
to make it one of the most up-to-date and beautiful 
in the country. 

One of the most important works going forward, 
and one that is of vast interest to the horsemen, is 
the building of new stables. Already 110 of tbe old 
stalls have been demolished, and four new twenty- 
eight stall bams are In the course of construction. 
In these barns there are three living rooms at each 
end, and the quarters for the men will be upstairs, 
instead of a stall converted lain such use. These 
bams are the last word in stable constmetion, and 
all the others on the grounds will be put in first- 
class condition. 

'Transoms will be put in and partitions replaced. 
There will be sheds on eat* barn, and there will be 
several boiler houses at convenient places, so that 
hot water will no longer be a problem. There will 
be careful attention paid to the sanitation of the 
stables, roads and walks are being built to each 
of the bams. Public kitchens will be installed with 
every convenience, and provision has been made for 
the erection of several private kitchens. 

PADDOCK BEING BECONSTRUCTED.' 

Tlien several alterations are going forward in the 
paddock. It will be reconstructed with the stalls all 
at the back of tbe building, much more after the 
fashion at Pimlico. This enclosure will be restricted 
to the owners and the trainers, and It will be fenced 
off from the grandstand. The office buildings and 
Jockey room is being made over, and the quarters 
for the riders will be modem in every particular, 
while a veranda will be built from which they will 
have an opportunity to watch the racing when not 
riding. 'Tliere will be a walk from the Judges’ sLind 
to their quarters, and this will be fenced off like 
the paddock. 

Another important work that is going forward is 
the practical rebuilding of the steeplechase course. 
'This has been going on for some time, and wiien it 
is completed the Jumps will be brought up to the 
regulation height. 

While all these improvements are under way for 
the comfort of the burses and the cunvenieuce and 
comfort of the horsemen, there are vast improve- 
ments under way for the public. In addition to re- 
painting the stands, tlie roofs have been sealed and 
bleachers seventy-five feet long have be«‘n i-on- 
structed in connection with the lower end of the 
stand. Tliere has been a deal of grading and filling 
dune back of the stand, and a lawn has been put 
down that places the walk from the trains on a level 
grade. New entrances to the stand, with a covered 
walk for the trainers are also under constmetion. 

It is tlie intention of the new management to have 
the cIiiblHiHse a regular organization under the per- 
sonal supervision of president Jenkins, and in this 
he is having the co-operation of many of the best 
friends of racing in Maryland, Virginia, the District 
of ('oliimbia, Pennsylvania and New York. 

The interior decorations of the clubhouse will be 
under the supervision of Mr. and Mrs. Spaulding 
Jenkins, and $25,000 has been set aside for this 
purpose. Tlie improvements under way will cost 
about $125,000. 

Altogether it will be a new Laurel that will throw 
open its gates October 1, and with the rich turf 
prizes that are planned for the meeting the late 
fall sport will assume an altogether new importance. 



BROWN DELAYS DEPARTURE FOR CUBA 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 15. — At the reiiuest 
of the committee of the Thoroughbred Horse Asso- 
ciation H. D. Brown remained over until Wednesday, 
wlien the option given them on tlie majority of the 
stock of the Oriental Park race track expires. He 
will leave for Cuba Wednesday, but will return 
to the States July 23. He contemplates spending 
a couple of months in California. 

While in Cuba Mr. Brown will superintendend 
the erection of an addition of forty rooms to the 
clubhouse. Each room will be connected with a 
bath. A new paddock will be built below the club- 
house opposite the eighth post, and tbe present 
paddock remodelled into quarters for chauffeurs and 
servants. Various other changes are contemplated, 
and the outlay will prolmbly foot up over $100, 000,

Koted Long-Distance Event of Saratoga Racing. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 13. — Always one of the 
outstanding features of the maii.v ini|)ortant and 
valuable stake events of the Saratoga s»“.ison, the 
Saratog.-i Cup has within the past few years, be- 
cause of the agitathm for more long-distance rac- 
ing, regained inneli of its old time popniarity. 

It was establisheil in 1865, and the distance was 
two and one-qnarter miles. Kentucky won its 
first running and r»‘i*eated hU victor.v the follow- 
ing year. I.<>ngfeIlow was its winner in 1871 and 
tried for it in 1872, hut finished se^’ond to the 
noted Ilenr.v Rassett. wliicli in turn was N'Mten a 
year later b.v Joe Daniels. The following year, 1875, 
S.-IW a dead lieat for the race. Spriiigliok and Preak- 
ness finishing on (spial terms and dividing the stake. 
Parole duplicated Kentucky’s feat of wiiiiiing the 
Clip twice’ ill Kiieec’ssion, his victories coming in 
18,1 and 1878. Gc’neral Monroe diil likewise in 
1883 and 1884. Tlic’sc’ tliri’c’ are the only dotihle 
winners of this noted long-distance race. 

Among the later ilay winners are sm-li noted iiorses 
as I>is Angelc’s, lUiic’s, Afric’ander, P.eldame, (tangh- 
nawagn, Olambala, Roanier, Friar R<K-k and Omar 
Klia.vyam. Jolireii won Hie race last year, Roamer 
iK’ing Ills only opiMineiit. 

For this yc’iir’s running of the Cup Sir Barton 
is the only fnrniidahle threc’-year-old not included 
among its eligil>Ic>s, wliile practically all the stars 
of the older division are named for it. At this 
date tliere is every prospen-t of one of the largest 
fields going to the isist in the history of the race, 
and tlie high-class of the following list of entries 
makes it CNirtain that the winner will eomparc 
favorably with tlie former winners of tliis real test 
of tlie true nic’rits of a truly great horse.

Apparently Trainer Fri^ Weir Will Confine the 
Veteran’s Racing to Sprinting Races. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 13. — Never was tliere 
a more brilliant ofiening for tliree weeks’ racing 
at Empire City track than was that of Saturday. 
Had nccommiidations been throe times larger there 
would hav.e been congestion for some of the spec- 
tators. It was a string of automobile tops and 
straw hats from the entrance gate to the outer 
edge of the course propi:p. It was a mixture of the 
Yonkers, Mount Vernon and surrounding communities 
added to tlie regulation New York crowd, which has 
been of gigantic proportions ever since racing began 
hero last May. Notwithstanding the clnhlioiisi’ lias 
been enlarged to more than twice its original size, 
it was absolutely inadequate to provide even stand- 
ing room for the meniliers ami their friends. Tlie 
same ismditions are likely to continue tliroiiglioiit 
the meeting. • 

‘ IJveI.r contests are anticipated at Empire City, 
owing to a lietter ela.ss of horses N’ing lioiised there 
than usual. There are a niimlier of Kentucky stables 
here, and in addition H. *P. Whitney has ordereii 
the Albert Simons end of his racing establishment 
to be rail’d there instead of going direct to Sara- 
toga. . Mr. Simoiks had already made arrangements 
tor sliipnient to tlie Spa wlien iie receivwl word to 
rearrange his plans and remain at Jamaica, from 
wliere he will ship his candidates, as required by 
ran. This means tliat both Panoply and Cobwebs 
iniglit be seen iu action, as this pair of young fil- 
lies arc in the hands of Mr. Simons. It is not 
likely, however, they will meet any of the western 
cracks of their division, ns alt the good young- 
sters from Kentucky have been lieaded for Saratoga, 
bnt tiie presence of Cobwebs and Panoply will add 
zest to the local sport as well as .other horses carry- 
ing tlie Whitney colors. 

Judging from the action of Frank Weir in with- 
drawing Old Rosebud from the Empire City Han- 
dicap, at a- mile and an eighth, this noted trainer 
intends to confine Old Rosebud’s racing to short 
distances. He intended to. start the famous old 
gelding in the Katonah, for which he was scheduled, 
according to program, to carry 127 pounds. It ap- 
pears, however, tliere was some clerical error or 
error in transmission In the weights carded and sent 
nnt in the entries, as the weight on Old Rosebud in 
that race should have been 138 pounds. This was 
the race in whioh Mr. Weir intended to start Old 
Rosebud, but uiion being informed of the additional 
weiglit to carry scratclied him and also withdrew 
him from the Empire City Handicap, in which he 
was to carry 129 pounds, over a mile and an eighth 
course. It is doubtful if Mr. Weir will ask the 
old liorse to do ' much more strenuous work than a 
mile or a mile and a- sixteenth in future, except- 
ing under the most favorable conditions. 

MARYLAND SITUATION DISCUSSED. 

Whether Marylanders will be able to organise 
throughout a similar conditions of affairs to those 
which govern in Kentucky remains to be seen, but the 
first step towards collaboration has been taken in 
the purchase of a controlling interest in Havre de 
Grace track by the horsemen of Maryland and 
individuals. Tlie success of Kentucky in this re- 
spect is a beacon which will no doubt be sighted 
and followed by tliose who have the perpetuation 
of the turf and thoroughbred at heart in Maryland. 
Racing and its profits for Marylanders is likely 
to be fhp sjogjin hcpCefortliv now Umt the, founda- 
tion has been laid. From all sources this opinion 
seems to be the safest and sanest means for the 
continuance of the sport, as it will interest all 
Maryland in tlie production of tlie liorse, ns well 
as enrich the state. Legislation, it is claimed, will 
be more generous wlien it can be shown that the 
slate will receive lienefits heretofore unknown, as 
well as individual Maryland stockholders. In a lim- 
ited interview some time ago with W. P. Riggs 
of tlie Mur.vland Jockey Cliih, he intimated that 
in his opinion more than enpugh money could he 
siibseribed to purchase tlie interests of all Hie 
Maryland raring inslitiitioiis, there being many 
rich Marylanders who were interested in the thor- 
oiigbhrisl and its future. 

Tlie prii-e to lie pAid tislay for tlie Havre 
de Grace control is $230,tMI0, and consideri’d a fair 
and chea|> concessiiui on the part of the sellers, as 
that amount of money can possibly hi’ garnered tlie 
first year of <H’cii|>atioii, after which the track can 
lie run for the profit of horsemen and the state, 
with a fair pi’rcditago for division among the stin-k- 
liolders. If Maryland can fall in line witii Ken- 
tucky In regard to ownership of the tracks, there 
may be many cl:angcs in the running of affairs, one 
of wliicli might be tlie reduction in percentage de- 
duction from the niufiiel machines. By such metliods 
racing would lie barricadcil to some extent from the 
attacks of individuals, who are only too willing 
to point to excessive profits as a club against the 
sport and industry.

Fish fall in love Just as surely as do the liiglier 
animals iiiid hiimnii beings. It has been proved, 
too, tliat they give expres.sinn to their emotions and 
feelings. 

A famous authority. Dr. Francis Ward, said tliis, 
and added that if one onI.v knows linw to observe 
fish one can tell what they are thinking iilmiit, 
wluit iliey intend to do and what the.v are fis’ling! 

It may seem highly ridiculous to talk about emo- 
tions of fish and of their intentions, but they have 
tliese feelings, and the.v do express them. They 
love and fight as we do. 

Hiat fish can actmilly reason, iiltliniigh slowly, 
has been proved by M. Oxiicr, the French naturalist. 
He made a series of interesting experiments with 
captive fish. 

He baiteil a hook and two inches uliovo it fastened 
a tiny piece of white paiier. With this bait lie 
tempted a recently captured fish. Bnt tliis fish 
was wily, and for seven days refused the bait. 
Then, the next day, when tlie week-old memory of 
its capture had apirarently vanished from Its mind, 
tlie fish bit and was hooked. 

M. Oxner curcfiilly nnhooked the catch and re- 
placed it in tlie water. Three times more tlie fisli 
bit, with a day’s interval between each bite. But 
after *that it no longer touched the bait, for the 
meaning of the paper signal had become known 
to it. 

On the • twelfth day the piece of paper was re- 
moved from the liook, and the fish straightway 
bit the bait! The paper was tliereupon replaced, 
and for three days Mr. Fish refused to tackle the 
lure, contenting himself with watching it from a 
safe distance. On tlie fourth day, however, the 
fish swam right up to the paper signal, sniffed 
it. and then descended and cautiously nibbled tlie 
bait until it had siieeeeded in eating it all off tiie 
liook without swallowing the latter. On the bait 
being replaced the fish did exactly the same tiling 
and so carefully avoided “cap'tiire.” Exporinionts 
with other fish always had the same result. 

HOW A FISH RECOGNIZED AN ENEMY, 

An expert pisciculturist kept a large trout cap- 
tive In a pool. Whenever anyone approached tlie 
hatchery this trout would show itself, and apiM’ar 
to be examining its visitors. By way of exp<’ri- 
ment the expert would get a trout rod and hold it 
at the side of the pool. Immediately the trout 
would swim swiftly into hiding, its fins bristlin-z. 
its skin pale with fear, and Its eyes glaring. It 
would remain hidden as long as the trout rod was 
in evidence. 

The explanation of this trout’s fear of the nal 
is that early in its life the expert cast a new liurli- 
less hook Into tlie pool with a trout rod in order 
to test it. The trout seized the hook, which la’iie- 
trated its upper jaw. By the time It had been re- 
leased the fear and pain It had suffered evidently 
had made a lasting impression upon Its 'memory. 

An Rstonisliing fact is that wlien the owner of 
the trout brought an ordinary stick or cane into view 
the fish would take no notice whatever! 

Fish make love to the partners ef their choice 
practically in the same way that pigeons coo and 
bow to their mates. 

If, liowever, his iM-rsiiasive methoils of love msk- 
iiig are nnt favorably received and the de.siri’d one 
cannot be induced to fake up lier ahmle witli him, 
be get.s aniinypfl and attacks lier iiiiniereilessly ! 

The bride is simply driven into the nest and forced 
to “make it.self at home.” It often hap|>ens that 
two or more fish claim the same mute. In that 
ease a fierce fight ensues and tlie bravest get.s the 
fairest. 

Wlie^j a fisli is enraged it beeomes hrilliaiit in 
color, and all its fins bristle sharpl.v. When fright- 
ened it literally gm’s pale wifli fear, ju.st as a 
human being does. This juilor is due to flip fact 
tliat alarm causes tlie pigment cells in tlie fisli’s 
skin to contract aiul the white flesh to sliow 
through.- Tit-Bit.s.

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ODD WAYS OF CATCHING FISH 



Chinese Use Trained Cormorants in 
Harness to Fill Their Baskets. 



Sackinir Pluh In Mediterranean and 
Spiders in Sonth Seas Used 
as Assistants. 



Appan-ntly the CIilncKC Bovprnment doos not ngroc 
with the dirtiim that the abundance of the aea is 
for tlie free use of man, judging by the restrictions 
wliich they place upon tlie fishermen. One can 
imagine tiie outcry which w’lioid occur among the 
fishermen around our cojisls if they were asked not 
only to pay a sum for fisliing rigiits in a certain 
siH'tioii of the sea, but were also held responsible 
for the preservation of the fish in tlie particular 
spa<-e of water allotted to them. This, liowcvcr. 
is exactly wiiat the Chinese government does, ac- 
conling to the reiMirt of tlie vice consul at Ningpo, 
rtiiiia. Ning|a> is the greatest market in China for 
fish of every kind, which is exported to nearly 
every native i»ort, and even to foreign countries. 
Over 10,1(00 crafts are fitted out for the sea fish- 
eries in the Chusnn Archipelago, and a license must 
be procured for each boat from the civic authority. 
Kor fishing on the shores of the islands, applica- 
tions for space must be made to the officials, as 
tlie ground belongs to the government. There are 
also special regulations for fishing in tlic lakes, 
rivers and canals. On payment of a small sum a 
tvrtain amount of space is granted by the officials 
and a license issued, but the holder is thence- 
forwanl held responsible for the preservation of the 
fish in his allotment. No fishing is allowed in the 
spawning season, and, in order to keep the stock 
in good condition, a proportionate quantity of young 
fry must yearly be placed in the water. A favor- 
ite method of catching the fish, particularly on 
tile mud fiats left along tlie coast by the receding 
tides, is by fixing long nets vertically on bamboos 
in the sliape of a half circle, and the fish being 
left prisoners in the inelosure at low tide. 

FISHIKa WITH TRAINED BIRDS. 

In the rivers, lakes and canals fishing with 
trained cormorants is the favorite method. Each 
cormorant has a ring or cord around its neck to 
prevent it sw'allowing the fish it catdies, and its 
legs arc connected with another piece of string 
forming a loop by which refractory birds may at 
any moment be brought aboard. The cormorants 
arc caught while they are young and are carefully 
trained to fish for their masters. They are thrown 
out into the water and are driven to their task. It 
takes infinite patience and much petting and some 
boxing of the ears to teach the cormorants to fish 
with out a collar and string attached, but when one 
masters the art it is a most valuable aid to the 
fisherman. Tlie cormorants take a certain pride in 
their work, and when they are unsuccessful in their 
efforts they take their places shamefacedly to 
await the next try-out. The young usually are 
trained to work by the assistance of the old birds. 
The owners are kindnecs itself to the birds when 
they work, but box their heads and hurl impre- 
cations at them when they fail. On the Ningpo 
River, too. moonlight fishing is carried on to a 
large extent. For this purpose a long, narrow, 
fiat boat provided on one side with a board 
sloping down into the water and painted a bright 
white is used. On the other side of this craft is 
a net stretched vertically on stanchions. The fish, 
attracted by the vi''Ue board, Jump upon it, and 
thence into the boat, the net preventing them from 
falling into the water on the other side. Yet 
another novel way of fishing is with a net and 
clapper. The net is stretched on a light bamboo 
frame in the shape of a truncated pyramid. The 
fisherman either sits in the boat or wades in the 
shallows, striking the water with the wooden clap- 
Iier, which frightens the fish into the net. 

ODD ASSISTANTS TO FISHER FOLK. 

Ill the fiiiliing world there are many remarkable 
instruments and appliances used, but one must go 
to the Orient to find the most peculiar sort of 
tackle. One occasionally hears in America of a 
trained otter, and the fisherman who is lucky 
enough to iMissess one, it is said, has a guarantee of 
a good season’s fishing. In the Mediterranean 
turtle fisheries the remora or sucking fish is used 
ns an assistant fisherman. It is a curious kind of 
fish tliat attaches itself to larger fi.sh, to turtles, 
or to the boats themselves, and when it gets a 
g»M(d grip iiangs on with great tenacity. Whe'n it 
is caught a heavy ring is placed about its body 
just ahead of its tail and it is tethered to the 
bout. When a turtle is siglited and the remora is 
thrown out it fastens its forty-leech iiower suction 
apparatus to the shell of the turtle. It holds fast 
to the turtle until that creature has been towed 
alongside the vessel, when it is pried loose and sent 
after another turtle* Sometimes the remora gets 
<-ontniry and will not try to take hold of its turtle, 
but will swim back to tlie boat and fasten its 
sucker to the hull of the boat. 

In some of the South Sea Islands a species of 
the spider proves tliat it was tlie original fish net 
maker. A bamboo sapling is bent on a round 
shape and tied. It stays in this position, and when 
a spider comes along and uses it as a framework 
on which to build his web the fishermen convert 
it into a sort of tennis racquet affair, with which 
the native knocks a fish out of tlie water as a 
tennis player would strike a ball out of his side of 
the court. The webs are as strong as those of the 
ordinary dlpnet. 

ALL SORTS OF TACKLE IN DSE. 

In t(ie commercial fisheries of the world all sorts 
of tackle are used. Of course tlie vast majority 
of the world’s fish supply is caught in nets. The 
most important of these nets is the trawl net. This 
is a large mouth net bag of gigantic proportions 
with a beam aixmt forty feet long. At either end 
of this beam is a triangular hoop which serves 
the three-fold purpose of sinker, beam -supporter 
and k1c< 1 runner. This net is shut from the stern 
of the boat and trawled along until it is filled full 
of fish, when it is liaulcd in. Tlie seine is one of 
tlie nets to wliich the world owes much of its fish 
supply. It is a plain net, with sinker weights 
at the Isittom and cork floats at the top. It may 
vary in size from the huge quarter-of-a-inile long 
and sixty feet wide Cornish I’ilclianl seine to the 
little hand net worked by the fisher children along 
the beach. In the heavy salmon fishing of our 
great nortliwest the seine and the fine gill net are 
much used. The seine is shot in a semicircle across 
the stream, and when it is full of fish it is pulled 
ashore, horses and steam iwwer often being used 
in the s.-iInioii fisheries. it iiaiks uiiicli like an 
overshot water wheel, and over this the lish are 
shot into a stakeil iin hi.siire. In the herring lisli- 
eries the gill net is used, and some of these an" 
of such remarkable size that they cuntuin dozens 
of tons of fish when they are hauled in. If a 
school of fish is traveling and the gill net be 
placed across its path the meshes of the net are 



large enongb to admit their heads and to pass- 
their gills. But the larger port of their bodies 
cannot pass through. In this predicament they fig- 
uratively back-pedal until their gills become hope- 
lessly fast in the meshes. When the nets are as full 
as desired, they are pulled up and the contents 
empied on deck. Many other kinds of fish are also 
cauglit in the gill net. Long-line fishing is another 
of the commercial methods by which the world’s 
supply is captured. A single line, sometimes ns 
mucli as 10,000 feet long, is shot out from the side 
of the boat. A heavy weight is attached to the end 
first thrown overboard, and at intervals of a few 
feet short lines with hooks on them are attached. 
The long line is stretched across the tide, and thus 
the lines are kept at a proper distance apart. 
Wlien the big line has remained ont long enough, 
it is pulled in and on the hundreds of hooks 
(sometimes 1,.’»00 of them) many different species 
of fish will be found. 

CATCHING BY HANDLINE AND HARPOON. 

In tlie great cod fisheries of Newfoundland tlic 
simple handline is much used. A single fisherman 
in a boat goes out and pulls them in one after an- 
other until he gets a boatload. The long lines and 
the nets are sometimes nsed. It is said that a fish 
has more curiosity tiian any other living creatnre, 
and in sport fisliing for mackerel the best bdlt that 
can be used is a little piece of scarlet flannel or 
ribbon, tapering to a point. There is nothing in 
the sea that it imitates; it is merely intended to 
take advantage of the mackerel’s inquisitiveness. 
Perhaps the most dangerous and thrilling calling 
in the world is whaling, though the advent of the 
steam whaler has tended to lessen both the danger 
and tlie romance of the chase. That whaling is of 
remote origin has been proved beyond a doubt. 
There is a tradition among the Indians of Florida, 
long before tlie white men set foot upon American 
soil, tliat they would jump on the head of a whale, 
plug up one nostril with a wooden peg; then allow 
him to go to the bottom, and when he came op again 
would plug up the other nostril and thus suffocate 
the monster. Of course no one credits this tradi- 
tion, but there seems to be no room for doubt that 
the ancient Eskimos would surround a whale, and 
at a given signal would fill it full of harpoons to 
which were attached inflated sealskins. This buoyed 
the animal up to the surface, and it was only a mat- 
ter of time until the whale would die. The use of 
the harpoon gun, in which a bomb with a fuse 
attached is hurled into the whale with the harpoon, 
is comparatively recent. When the bomb explodes 
it usually inflicts a mortal wound. 

In the South Sea Islands turtle fishing is carried 
on in the most iH’imitive fashion. The fishermen 
swim out from the vessels, climb onto the turtle’s 
back, and, like an Old Man of the Sea, ride him to 
the vicinity of the ship, where a line is passed to 
the fisherman and hooked around the turtle’s head, 
halter fashion. Then the captor swims off for 
another victim. Sometimes the natives make good 
shark bait — a fate which they doubtless deserve, 
as tliey literally burn the turtles alive in order to 
get the shells off, some fiend having discovered that 
when the shell is taken off before the turtle is 
killed it makes a finer quality of tortoise shelL

CHICAGO, 111., July 15.— Weather forecast: Illi- 

nois, Missouri and Wisconsin — Fair and somewhat 
cooler tonight; Wednesday, fair with moderate 
temperature.

General fore- 
cast — Generally fair weather will prevail in this 
forecast district during tlie next two days, except 
for local tiiunder showers in the extreme southern 
portion of the district today. The temperature 
will be moderate from the plains states eastward 
tonight and in the western lake region and upper 
Mississippi valley Wednesday, while higher tem- 
perature will obtain to the westward. 

PARIS, France, July 15. — Weary, but still bent 
upon continuing its festivities until the last ounce 
of celebrativc energy had been spent, Paris kept up 
its Victory day celebration well into the small 
hours this morning. Each of the traditional at- 
tractions of the 14th of July — the illuminations, 
fireworks, free iK-rforinances in the national theaters 
and the street dancing — found its particular crowd. 
'I’lie climax of the night’s proceedings, liowever, 
was tlie aiMH-arance of the “Girandole,” esiieelally 
brouglit from FIor<"nee, where it was made, for the 
occasion. It consisted of a series of conm'cted 
panels, lirilliantly illuminated by 25,000 lamps and 
adorned with the portraits of the allied rulers and 
celebrities, together with inscriptions recalling the 
principal events of the war. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.— Under existing 
cunditiuiis and with revenue they are now receiving 
tlie electric railways can not continue to perform 
the fiineions exiHictcd of them, John II.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, July 15.— Govern- 
ment ri'ports show that 1,000,000 sheep and 100,000 
cattle liave be<“n drowned in floods in the southern 
part of Rueuos Aires provinces. The railways and 
telegraphic communication have been interrupted, 
and several sections in that region have bi'en com- 
pletely isolated for more than a week f;-om this 
cause. The floods were due to a month of the 
heaviest rainfall ever recorded here.
